TOJPZKA, Kan., July SI.—The Bi- 


metglic state convention assembled in 
Representative hall at 9 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. There were present 
800 men and women, including dele- 
gates and spectators. Nearly all of 
these who were qualified as members 
of the convention Were populists. Ex- 
Gov. Thomas A. Osborne, of this city, 
a republican, was chosen as permanent 
chairman. 
Congressman Bryan, of 


Nebraska, was the only one of the in- 
vited guests from outside the state who 
put in an appearance, and he attracted 
a large crowd at the evening session. 


At the afternoon session free-coin- 


age speeches were made by ex-Attor- 
ney-General John N Ives and Con- 
gressman John Davis, both popnlists. 


The committee on resolutions was 


guided in its work by Congressman 
Bryan, of Nebraska, who prepared 
them. The address preceding the res- 
olutions daclared in favor of the gold 
ann silver money of the constitution. 
It then made a hit at Secretary Car- 
lisle, as follows; 


Wt indorse tho opinion expressed toy Hon 


John a Carlisle In 1879 that the movement to 
totally demonetize silver Is a stupendous con- 
spiracy, conoolvod by tac moneyed interests of 
all countries to Increase the value of one-half 
of tho world's metallic money toy destroying 
the other half We further agree with tho sec- 
rotary of the treasury In tho then expressed 
opinion that tho successful consummation of 
that conspiracy would bo more disastrous to 
the people of this world than war pestilence 
and famine 


The resolutions declare opposition to 


a universal gold standard, because the 
gold coin of the world would not 
afford a sufficient basis for a currency 
adequate to the needs of commerce. 
They express belief that an interna- 
tional agreement for the coinage of 
both gold and silver at a fixed ratio ft 
not necessary. The action of eastern 
states is denounced as selfish and in- 
conbistent. 


In conclusion the following resolu- 


tion was adopted. 


ReRolvtd That we demand of our senators 


and representatives that thoy oppose the re- 
peal of the Sherman law of July 14 1880. Ex 
cept b> the adoption of a law placing sliver 
buck whore It was prior to Its demonetization 
in 1873 
\Vo denounce it as inconsistent with 


sound public policy to confer or advise directly 
or Indirectly with any foreign nation as to 
what tho money or currency of the United 
States should be 


The adoption of the resolutions was 


followed by a speech by their author, 
Congressman Bryan.

Witnessed Imminent. 


IJONDOS, July 21 —The miners' fede- 


ration continued its conference at .Bir- 
mingham yesterday. 
Much interest 


is manifested in the proceedings, as 
upon the action of the conference de- 
pends the question whether there shall 
be inauf,mrated the greatest strike En- 
gland has ever seen. The conference 
Wednesday decided that the proposed 
reduction wonld not be acceptable to 
the miners 


In some of the mining districts the 


men have not been notified that their 
wages would be reduced, and in these 
districts there has been increased ac- 
tivity in getting out coal to supply 
merchants who are anxious to procure 
large supplies before a national strike 
shall have been ordered. The federa- 
tion was, of course, well aware of the 
attempts of the mine owners to have 
an extra quantity of coal mines to 
form a stock that could be inaugurated 
and yesterday action was taken by the 
conference to block this scheme. It 
was decided to call out all the men who 
have not received notice of a reduc- 
tion 
These men will therefore be idle 


until the expiration, on Julv 38, of the 
general notice of a reduction when 
they will be allowed to return to work 


It is believed m some quarters that 


the proposal of the mine owners to 
make a cut of 25 per cent in wages is 
based on the principle of asking for 
much more than they either require 
or expect to get. Great efforts arc now 
being made to bring about a settle- 
ment of the dispute by compromise. 


Another Blow at the Depreciated White 
Matal. 


LONDON, July 21.—A dispatch from 


Rome to the Central News says the re- 
port that Italy h as pioposed that the 
two-and-a-half-f ranc piec es be no longer 
regarded as international coins has 
been confirmed. —Belgium and Greece 
approve of the proposal. If France and 
Switzerland refuse to accept It, Italy 
will withdraw from the Latin-Union 


The coinage of silver two-and-a-half- 


franc pieces was provided for in article 
4 of the Latin-Union treaty made in 
1855, 
by Italy, Belgium and Switzer- 


land, and subsequently extended so as 
to include Greece. 


Not TJneaiy About the Situation tn Ha- 
shonaland. 


LONDON, July 21.—One of the officers 


of the British South Africa Co., the 
operations of which are principally in 
Mashonaland, declare that they feel no 
anxiety in regard to the situation in 
that country. They say that King Lo- 
bcngula's action is not directed against 
the whites, bn* solely against native 
Mashonas. Fort Victoria, they add, Is 
well prepared to repulse any attack 
that may be made upon It, though 
none is feared by the ofllcials in Lon- 
don.

The mayor got permission to 
secure the minutes by an order from 
Judge Moore, of the court of sessions. 
The minutes show tbat six witnesses 
were examined in relation to the 
scandal of granting street railway 
franchises to the Nassau Electric, 
Kings County Electric and Brooklyn 
City Railway companies to the exclu- 
sion of the Union Street Hallway Co., 
which company was not allowed to 
bid. 


The evidence which was given to 


show corruption amounted to the opin- 
ion of the two lawyers for the de- 
feated companies that the action of 
the aldermen in not entertaining the 
bid of the Union Street Co., was cor- 
rupt and that Mayor Boody in signing 
the resolutions made himself equally 
guilty 


Lawyer Gainor testified that they 


violated sections 117 and 154 of the 
penal code in doing so, and that Mayor 
Boody's act in signing the resolutions 
made him a party and he was equally 
guilty. 
Both lawyers declared that 


the aldermen, not by law, but by a de- 
cision of Justice Cullen, and as public 
trustees, were bound to receive all pe-

Oklmo Women and Children Out 


Through the foe. 


When the long and cold winter settles 


on the Arctic regions the land animals 
ore chiefly conspicuous by their absence, 
and were it not for the fish, which can- 
not get away, the natives would surely 
starve to death. But wherever there is 
'» level field of fresh ice inclosed by 
lines of hummocks the fish are sure to 
be plenty. Suoh a field, not more than 
a half-mile long, has more than once 
afforded a living to an entire village. I 
know of one particular instance, during 
a season in 1883, when the ice was very 
unfavorable for sealing, and food was 
pretty scarce in the village. 


The fishing is carried on mostly by 


the* women and children, though one 
or two old men generally go out, and 
one or two of tho younger men, when 
they cannot go sealing and food !* 
wanted at the house, will join the fish- 
Ing party. Each fisherman is provided 
with a long-handled ice-pick, which ha 
frequently leaves sticking In the snow 
near the fishing-ground, a long Una 
mode of strips of whalebone, reeled 
lengthwise on a slender wooden shuttle 
eighteen inches long and provided with a 
copper sinker and two pear-shaped "jigs' 
of walrus ivory, armed with four barb- 
less hooks of copper and a scoop or dipper 
made of reindeer antlers, with a wood- 
en handle two feet long Hardly au 
Esquimaux, and especially an Esqui- 
maux boy, stirs cut of the house in the 
winter without one of these scoops in 
his hand. To every party of two or 
three there will also bo a good-sized 
bag of sealskin, made of a piece of an 
old kayak cover, for bringing home the 
fish. 


Arriving at tho fishing grounds, each 


proceeds to pick a hole through the ice, 
which is quite four feet thick, clearing 
out the chips with the scoop. The 
"jigs are then let down through the 
hole ftttd enough line unreeled to keep 
tbejn Just dear of the bottom, where 
the fish ore playing about. The reel to 
held In the right hand* and serr"s si a 
short rod, while the scoop is held in the 
left hand and used to keep the hole 
clear of the scum of new ice, whicb, of 
course, is constantly forming. The line 
is kept in constant motion, jerked up 
quickly a short distance, and then al- 
lowed to drop back, so that the little 
fish that are nosing about the white 
"jigs," after the manner of codfish, or* 
hooked in the jaw. 


As soon as tho fisherman feels a fish 


on his hook, ho catches up a bight of 
the line with his scoop and another bo- 
low this with his reel, and thus reels 
up the line on these two sticks in, loose 
coils until the fish Is brought to the 
surface, when a skillful toss throws 
him off the barbless hook on the ice, 
where he gives one convulsive flap and 
Instantly freezes solid. Tho elastic 
whalebone line is thrown off the sticks 
without tangling, and paid out through 
the hole again for another trial If fish 
are not found plenty at the first hole, 
the fisherman shifts hib ground until ho 
"strikes a school." They are some- 
times so plenty that they may be caught 
as fast as they can be hauled up One 
woman will bring In upward of a 
bushel of little fish—they are generally 
about five or six inches long—from a 
nlngle day's fishing. 


This fishing lasts until tho middle of 


May, when the ice begins to soften. A 
good many are also caught along the 
shorn in November, in about a foot of 
water, when there are no tlde-craclis in 
the ice. At this season the Esquimaux 
use a little rod, only two feet long, 
with a short line and a little Ivory 
squid, at which the fish bite —Forest 
and Ocean,

The attorneys tor the Government 


started out to prove that the alleged 
WiUiem Newby is Daniel Benton. 
In 


he attempt to establish this fact they in- 
irodnoed witnesses who knew Daniel 
Benton from the time he was a child nn- 
ill he arrived at manhood ; it was shown 


t Bint™ as a boy was sfflicted with 


tbe rioketts; that be waa not only a 
never-do-well, but a criminal, and served 
a term in the Tennessee Penitentiary: 
tbat daring a period ot several yearn, 
ibout tbe close of the war, Benton was 
ost sight of by those who knew him in 
,h» locality where he was raised, in Wil- 
liamson County, Tenn.; that it was after 
his reappearance there that he waa ar- 
rested, convicted and sentenctd to prison 
'at hone stealing. 
After Benton'a re- 


lease from prison he was again lost sight 
of by bis Tennessee acquaintances among 
whom are tbe penitentiary officials, until 
this case aa*ma to trial, when they were 
summoned as witnesses. In the opinion 
ot all of these persons the alleged Newby 
ia the individual they knew as Daniel 
Benfon. The fact wits also brought out 
;hat Daniel Benton was born out of wed- 
lock in White Oonnty, III., in the sums 
neighborhood where the real William 
Newby first saw the light, and that in 
childhood he was taken by his mother, 
who was known as Lnomda Benton, to 
Tennessee. Who Daniel Banton'a fathtr 
was does not appear. Another faot made 
apparent by the testimony ot the Uov- 
ernment's witnesses is that Benlon, al- 
though a oiimmal, woe dull-witted and 
never,regsrded as a cunning or danger- 
ous 
man. 


An important thing for tbe govern- 


ment to do tojnake its case unassailable 
waa Io establish the fact that William 
Newby was killed at Shiloh in the battle 
of April 6, 18S1. Bnt this was not done. 
Of oil lue fulnesses bronght forward to 
prove tb:s contention not one was posi- 
tive that Newby's body was buried in the 
trenches. They swore that they believed 
at the time that Newby's body was boned 
there. They saw the body of a dead sol- 
dier which they thought was Newby's. 


The defendant stands indicted for the 


prime of attempted fraud in impersonat- 
ing another individual for the purpose of 
obtaining $20,000 ot pension money from 
:he United States government. 
Thie 


charge implies that tbe man indicted has 
;he mental capacity to plan and carry 
out the boldest scheme known in the an- 
nals ot pension frauds. Bnt the state's 
witnesses have sworn that Benton was 
neither bold nor shrewd . There has bee j 
no suggestion of conspiracy or that the 
defendant was a tool in the hands of 
others to defraud the government. He 
alone is charged with the crime. 


FOB THE DEFENSE. 


The defense has overmatched the proe- 


ecntion in number of witnesses as to the 
question ot identity. Almost 100 wit- 
nesseas wore they belive the prisoner to 
be Wm. Newby. Among these are broth- 
ers ot the soldier, two of his sons, bis 
wife and mother. A sopre of witnesses 
lave testified that he is the man they 
knew in a Confederate prison as "Crazy 
Jack," thus proving thst.defendant must 
lave been in the Federal army. Physi- 
cians have testified that in their belief 
the soars on hie head and leg resulted 
from gunshot wounds, and that tbe 
wound in the head would produce the 
peculiar mental and physical condition 
which now affects the claimant and gives 
bim such a staking resemblance to Daniel 
Benton. It 
has 
been 
shown that 


Newby was badly wounded at Shiloh, 
but the defense has endeavored to show 
that Newby was not killed and buried. 
To combat tbe evidence ot the govern- 
ment, which has the record of Newby's 
burial to back it, tbe defense stands on 
tbe testimony of Q, I. Ueorge, who was 
orderly sergeant ol Co. D, 40th Illinois, 
to which Newby belonged. When on 
the witness stand George said he saw 
Newby in the line of battle at 8n lob. 
The troops advanced to the charge in 
Rood order until they crossed-a ravine- 
then there was great contusion. The 
colonel ordered the oharge, rode through 
the line and waa killed. 
Be saw 


Newby against a tree, and saw him go 
over on his side. 
Tbe battle was 


fought on 
Sunday. 
The detail to 


bury the dead was made on Tuesday. 
When the witness joined the detail it 
had commenced digging. He attended 
to the wrapping of a new recruit in a 
blanket, and when be finished that work 
the detail was covering np the dead 
members of Go. D. The men dead were 
blue and somewhat swollen. He made 
out the report of the dead, bnt took it 
from other men's knowledge. He exam- 
ined one man in the pit only, and eaw he 
was Adam Files. It was difficult to rec- 
ognize the dead on the field, particularly 
those shot in tbe face. He recalls that 
there waa a dispute between members of 
two companies of the rinht ot burial of 
or« of tbe dead, whom they did not rec- 
ognize. Newby was about the third man 
in tbe file formation. 


After the return ot William Newby to 


W hits canty, 111 , in April, 1891, he first 
saw him oi Pressley Newby'e house. He 
went down to satisfy himself tbat defend- 
ant was Newby. As witness entered tbe 
house aomebidy said: "Here is tbe ser- 
geant." He can't s"e> now how tbe de- 
fendant can be anybody else than Newby. 


An important point in addition to the 


foregoing testimony ot Sergeant Qeorge 
was made near the close of bis examina- 
tion. He waa asked it the report ot the 
death ot Newby waa accepted as the 
truth by all of hie comrades. The wit- 
ness said that the hospital steward of 
the regiment, who was Newby's brother- 
in-law, searched tbe battlefield on Tues- 
day morning for Newby's body and failed 
"to find it. The broth«r-in-lsw had always 
that Newby was not killed at Shilob.

One man was in- 
jured in the forehead and another in 
the leg, a boy was shot in the foot and 
one of the women got a ball through 
her arm. None of the injuries arc 
fatal and it is believed that none of 
them are dangerous. A number on 
both sides were badly beaten up with 
chibs and clubbed guns. 


As a result of the battle th< men in 


the strip pit were routed by the strik- 
ers, and were forced to flee for their 
lives, pursued by a howling mob,which 
would have lynched them had they 
been caught. 


There is an inclosnre around the pit, 


which was broken into by t ne strik- 
ers. The ownerof the strip, Clements, 
his son and a man named Big Dick 
Reed, are'said to be the ones who did 
the shooting, and they have given 
themselves up and were run ont of the 
county for safe-keeping. 


The excitement was intense after the 


shooting, and it was feared that mat- 
ters would beoomo worse, but a prom- 
inent striker, George It.
